Woman, who had a white Worm about a Ya 
long in each Knee. Before it began to appear, 
-the Pain was violent, and her Leg much {wel- 
Jed ; but when the Tumor broke, and the Worm 
peeped out, fhe grew eafier. The Worm put 
forward about five or fix Inches a Day, and as fa{t 
as it came out, they wound it gently ona small Bit 
of Stick, tying it with a Thread to prevent its 
Return. If the Worm breaks in the Operation 
it is very painful, and occafions a Gangrene, or 
Mortification. The Natives afcribe thefe Worms 
to the thick Water they drink in the rainy Sea- 
fons *. This Diftemper is to be met with on 
the Coak of Guinea, and the Caribice Ufles, and 
teveral Parts of the Eaf? Indies, Labat atcribes 
it to the Rains that full in the wet Scafons, which 
sare every Thing they touch *, 

FOBSON, who has taken fome Pains to ac- 
count for the Unhealthinels of the Guambra Cli-

‘This Poifon, he thinks, is re- 
tained during the dry Seafon, in the Duft and 
Sand; but, by the moiftning of the firft Rains, is 
let loofe, and exhaled by the hot Sun betwixt 
the Showers, and they falling down again with 
them, makes the Air peftilential and dangerous 
in the Beginning of the Rains. This he fup- 
pofes ftrongly confirmed by the general Obfer- 
vation “rag * —s cae more Acne the - 
ter, raife Blains and Spots, not only 
Skin, but upon Cloaths, which being laid by 
wet, breed naufeous Worms, whereas the fame 
Effect is rarely, if at all, (cen after the latter 
Rains, when (he fuppofes) the Air is purged and 
cleanfed from thefe noxious Particles ‘.

It contains a Matter like 
a fine Pafte, dry and friable, of an Orange Co- 
Jour and aromatic Taftc, the Subftance whereof b 
is nourifhing. 

Eacu Fruit has three or four Stones of the 
Size and Shape of common Almonds, hard and 
of a deep Red, filled with a white Kernel of a 
Filbert Tafte, with a tartifh Flavour. The Ne- 
gro-Children are very fond of them. The £u- 
peony who have tafted the Fruit, fay, it eats 
like Ginger-Bread, which it refembles much in 
Colour, They ufe the Rinds to make Tobacco- 
Boxes, Powder-Boxes, &c, The Tree yields c 
Lumps of a clear, bard, tranfparent Gum, not 
eafily diffolvable, and which, when burnt, yield 
an aromatic’Smell, not unlike Incenfe. 

PISO, in his natural Hiftory of Bra/fil, de- 
feribes tts Tree by the Name of Feraibe, and 
ayes the Portugueze take this Gum for Gum- 

mima. He commends the Smoke of it, as ex- 
cellent for the Head-Ach, and by Way of Plaif- 
ter, as a Specific in nervous Diforders *. ° 

Tue Polon, or Cheefe-Tree, grows in feveral d 
Parts here, efpecially near the River of Kachao 
and Ifles of Biffao; where they plant them near 
the Houfes for Ornament. It is a tall, large 
Tree. If Care be not taken to top it, it fhoots 
high, and fome are near thirty Foot in the Clear. 
T he Bark is green when the Tree is young, and 
about fix or feven Lines thick; but it grows 
browner and thicker as the Tree adyances in 
Age. The Leaves are long and feem ftrait, be- 
ing divided in three Parts, longways, like thofe ¢ 
of Trefoil. They are tender, thin, of a bright 
Green when young, but darker as they grow 
old, and falling-off, are fucceeded by new Leaves ; 
fo that, in four or five Days, the Tree has a frefh 
Livery. When they would have it fpread, they 
cut or flit in the Bark rpendicularly, and give 
Room to the Tree to dilate itfclf. 

Tue Bark is full of ftrait, fhort, round 
Thorns, about an Inch and half long, and as

Tess Creatures make great Havock among 
the Fruit -Trees, efpecially the Orange, Bana- 
nas, and other Sorts of Figs; of which latter 
they eat both Fruit and Stem. According to Bo/- 
man, the Negros and others affirm, on their own 
Knowledge, that the Elephants purfue Men into 
the Water, where they put them into no final! 
Fright. At Rio de Gabon, four or five, or more, 
have frequently pafled by the Author and his 
Company, without offering them any Injury, 
but they were not hardy enough to fhoot at 
them: For they are very difficult to be killed, 
unlefs the Ball happens to light betwixt the Eyes 
and the Ears; to which End the Bullet ought to 
be Iron alfo: For their Skin is as good 
5 pei the common leaden one as a Wall 3 and, 
if they ftrike the mentioned Place, become in- 
oy flat, 

Tue Negros affirm, that they never offer 
Violence to any People they meet in the Woods; 
but that if Shot levelled at them miffes, they 
grow very wild. This laft Remark the Author, 
by Experience >, found not to be true‘. 

In December, 1700, at fix in the Morning, 
an Elephant came to £/ mina, on the Gold Coaft, 
walking leifurely along-fhore, under the Hill Sv, 
Fags. Some Negros going-out unarmed to de- 
coy him in, he fuffered them to furround him, 
and quietly went along with them. Juft under 
the Mount there, one of the Dutch Officers of 
that Hill and a Negro fired at him and hit him 
above the Eye, but did not provoke him to 
mend his Pace: He only feemed to threaten the 
Negros betwixt Whiles, always ‘giro | his 
Ears, which were moft furprizingly large. How- 
ever, he went on, and, at laft, ftept into the 
Dutch Garden, expeéting, perhaps, better Treat- 
ment there. 

Tue Direétor-General and the Author, fol- 
lowed by feveral of the Factory, entering the 
Garden, found him ftanding in the Midft of it; 
where he broke down nine or ten Coco~-Trees, 
with as much Eafe as a Man would knock-down 
a Child. While he ftood Jere, above an hun- 
dred Shot were fired at him, which made him 
bleed as much as if an Ox had been flaughtered ;

check the Man’s Rafhneis, gave him a Stroke 
with his Snovt, and drawing him to him, trod 
upon him two or three ‘limes; and, as if that 
was not fufficient, bored, in his Body, two 
Holes, with his Teeth, large enough for a Man’s 
double-Fift to enter. After this, he let him lie, 
without doing any Thing farther to him; and 
even ftood fil while two Negros fetched away 
the dead Body, not offering to meddle with them 
in the leat. 

From both thefe Inftances it is fufficiently 
clear, that, unprovoked, they do not often hurt 
any Body, hut that they grow fierce, when 
fhot at and miffed. As this vaft Number of Shot 
thundered at him were not cnough to fetch him 
down, the Author was told by thofe beft ac- 
guainted with Elephant-fhooting, that they ought 
to have ufed lron-Bullets, fince thofe of Lad 
flatted, either by their Bones or the Toughne& 
of their Skin; and, indeed, after his Death, 
they found very few of the Shot had pafied the 
Bone into his Head ; fome remained betwixt the 
Skin and Bone; moft of them, efpecially the 


d fmall Bullcts, were thrown off by his Hide, as if

ARTUS obferves, that the Camelion differs 
little from the Lizard, but in his Colour, which is 
Orange; but fays, that on looking at a new Ob- 
je&t, this Colour changes: That they eat fo lit- 
tle, they are faid to live on Air; and that the 
Negros do not regard thefe Animals as veno- 
mous, but dry and cat them ‘. 

OF Infeéts there are many Sorts in thefe Coun- 
tries. Locufts infeft the inland Parts in great d 
Swarms, which darken the Air as they pafs; and 
where they light, deftroy every Thing that is 
green, even to the Leaves of the Trees. They 
are ufually as large as the Finger, but longer, 
with fharp cutting Teeth.

Mr. MOORE fays, that thefe Mufquitos 
are the greateft ag on the Gambra, even 
worfe than the -Flies; which laft are fo 
fmall, that you can fcarce fee them: Nor will 
they bite, if any Wind be ftirring; but the 
See are always troublefome, efpecially ia 
the Night.

Doctor KE MPFER having given the moft 
complete Account of this furprizing Fifh, we 
fhall for the Reader’s Satisfaction infert it here. 

Tue Fith called Torpedo, by the Romans, 
from the Numbnefs or Stupor, thofe contraé 
who touch it, is, for the fame Reafon, by the 
Perfians, wamed Lerz Mahi; and by the p few 
Riddd. he Perfian Gulph, which breeds fealy 
Fifh in abundance, has many of this Species. 
The Body is flat, refembling a Thornback, or 
Ray, (the Tail excepted) but more circular ¥ ; 
the Size not exceeding two Spans in Diameter, 
even in the largeft. In the Middle, where it is 
foft, and without Bones, it is two Inches thick ; 
trom thence it infenfibly decreafes towards the 
Kdge, which becomes cartilaginous, and performs 
the Office of Fins. The Skin is flippery, with- 
out Scales, and full of Spots; thofe of the Back 
are white and brown, thofe on the Tail darker. 
The Belly is white, as in moft flat Fifhes that 
keep towards the Bottom. Its Surface on each 
Side is uneven, efpecially on the Back; the 
Middle of which fwells like a little Shield : From 
thence the Tail, fwelling likewife, extends a 
Hand’s Breadth beyond the Body. 

Tre Head is very flat, and contained within the 
Circle of the Body. The Eyes are fmall, rifing 
from the Back a good Inch from the Edge where 
the Head begins, and from each other. Each of 
thefe has a double Kye-Lid pointing forward *, the 
outer one ftrong, which feldom clofes ; the inner 
thin and tranfparent, which it fhuts when in 
the Water. Two Breathing-Holes are placed 
obliquely beneath the Eyes, of the fame Magni- 
tude, which the Fifth, while in Water, fhuts with 
a thick Pellicle, juft like a Perfon winking; fo 
that you would take them for a fecond Pair of 
Eyes; which, perhaps, led Berrichius into the 

iftake. The Mouth lies on the under Side, 
oppofite to the Eyes, and is fo fall, that when 
fhut, it may be covered with the Joint of the 
Thumb ; but on Account of the Sloping of the 
Lips, can be {tretched to a large Compafs. The 
Lips, depreffed in the Hollow of the Mouth, are 
befet with fharp and fall Prickles, and fo fitu- 
sated as not ecafily to lofe what once is fwallowed.

Ludolfus * relates, 
that the Ethiopians cure Fevers by applying the 
Torpedo to the Patient. ‘Thefe Ethiopian Tor- 
pedos are caught in Rivers and Lakes. Sennartus 
and others might have faved themftlves the Trou- 
ble of treating about the Cure of this Numbnef&s, 
fince it goes-off in fo fhort a Time, without 
leaving any ill Effects behind it. The Figure 
of a Female Italian Torpedo, given by Mathio- 
lus, is like Kempfer’s, except in the Order of 
the Spots, and the Figure of the Tail; which, 
in the Perfian Torpedo, is raifed and oblique ; 
but in the other plain and round °. 

THERE is fome Difagreement among Authors 
with regard both to the Shape and Quality of the 
Torpedo. Atkins agrees with Kempfer as to the 
Shape of the Fifth; he fays, it is as flat asa 
Skate, and fo very cold, as to numb the Hands 
or Arms of thofe who touch him, but that it 
<< again in a few Hours‘. This Author 
eems to impute the Effect to the chilly Quality 
of the Fith; but if fo, the Communication would 
be involuntary and perpetual, contrary to what 
Kempfer found it. According to Windus (who 
faw feveral in the Mud as he was riding near 
Tetuan in Marokko ) it is about the Size of a 
slarge Plaife, but thicker, and very 
that the Head could hardly be diftinguifhed from 
the Body *. Thefe two Authors agree fo far with 
Kampfer, but Fobfon and Moore differ much 
from them with regard to the Shape of the Tor- 
pedo: ‘The firft affirms, that it is like a Bream, 
but much thicker*; and the latter, thatit is like 
a Gudgeon, but muchlarger’.

HERE is another amphibious Animal, 
called the River-Hor/e, by the Greeks, 
ippepotames, which is often feen in the Gam- 
bra, and San Domingo, whereon Kachao ftands. 
This Animal is found alfo in the Nile; and, in 
fhort, on all the Coafts from Cape Blanco to the 
Red-Sea ; But it is peculiar to Africa, for they 
are not to be met with in either A/a or America.

When arrived at full Growth, he is 
about a Third bigger than a large Ox*, whom 
he refembles in fome Parts, as he does the Horfe 
in others. His Tail is like that of a Hog, but 
that it has no Hair at the End. Some of them 
weigh from twelve to fifteen hundred Weight.

At the fame Time, the Ship 
making a Sinal with her Colours to give Notice 
thereof, the Author haften’d on board, fearing 
fome Mutiny: But Villault's Man having 2

of the Truth: On hearing thefe, they rowed 
away as faft as they could, ftooping, at Sight of 
their Fire, fo low, that they looked like Cats.

They a ed fearful at 
their Arrival, and told them, their King lived 
three Days Journey up the Country; adding, 
they would give Notice of their Arrival, and if 
they would return in the Morning, there would 
be Ivory brought down. It was agreed to fire 
two Guns as a Signal, and that they fhould light 
Fires afhore, whichwas done accordingly. The 
tenth and eleventh of ‘January were fpent in d 
bartering on board, 

On the twelfth, Villault went afhore, though 
with fome Difficulty, by reafon of the Sex levak 
ing fo vidlently, that the Shallop was left twenty 
Paces on the Ground, and the Seamen forced to 

et out of it and carry the Officers on their Bucks.

‘They paid 
him what Refpeét they could, and after the ufual 
Prefents, he retired to another Arbour the Moors 
had made for him, and left the Dutch to their 
Bufinefs.

Arbour, where he entertained him in Portugueze,"

Tuts is called the Coaft of Malaghetta, in 
Refpeét of the Pepper at Rio Sextos, which the 
French call Malaghetta, or Manighetta, and being 
the chief Commodity, is more profitable than is 
imagined, efpecially if Pepper be dear, or the 
India Fleet be delayed. It is fharper and better 
than the common Pepper, particularly the white. 

Besipes Pepper, this Coatt affords Rice and 
Millet, of which they make their Bread, excel- 
lent Peafe, (tender and good boiled) Beans, Ci- 
trons, Oranges, Bullies; and a Kind of admirable 
Nut, the Shell fomewhat thicker than the French, 
but without any Skin all over the Kernel, but 
all round like ok Spanifb Almond, or Piftaccio. 
Their Palm-Wine is very good, but efpecially 
their Plums, which are fo pleafant, he has feen 
the Natives refufe all that could be offered them 
on board, that they might eat them. They have
